This is quite a heroic program. It must 
rest upon the supposition that one Demo- 
erat can thrash at léast two Republicans.

| cheerful theory failed to stand the test 


on the field of battle. The Southerners 


fought bravely, man for man, but no bet- 
ter than their Northern opponents.

SENATOR FRYE PINs BRYAN DOWN. 

Une of the most thoroughgoing replies to 
Mr. Bryan’s many false or misleading state- 
ments is that, made by Senator Frye of 
Maine in a recent open letter. Mr. Frye 
takes up a score of Bryan's stump speech 
assertions and tersely gives the reasons why 
Bryan himself knows they are untrue. He 
reminds Bryan that the latter’s criticisms 
of the President for putting down the Fili- 
pino insurrection are made in the full knowl- 
edge that the insurrection had already begun 
when Bryan helped to ratify the peace 
treaty, and that by this act Bryan himself 
helped to place the responsibility upon 
the President's shoulders. To Bryan’s 
criticisms of the size of the army the Sen- 
ator replies that the bill was supported by 
Democrats and Republicans alike. To 
‘Bryan's demagogic statement that the Re- 
publican administration wants these sol- 
diers to “ build a fort near every large city 
and suppress by force the discontent that 
ought to be cured by legislation“ Senator 
Frye replies that Bryan knows the army 
will drop back to less than 30,000 next July, 
and adds this pointed. statement: 

You also know that Republican legislation in 
behalf of labor since the election of President Mc- 
Kinley has ended the discontent which existed as a 


result of the tariff legislation of your own party, in 
which you actively participated. 

Bryan denies the right to extend a govern- 
ment over the inhabitants ef new territory 
without the consent of the governed. Sen- 
ator Frye reminds him that every foot of 
territory west of the Mississippi was ac- 
quired in exactly the same way as the Phil- 
ippines, ang was governed under exactly the 
same methods by Democratic administra- 
tions. Then he adds this powerful home 
thrust: 

You talk about governing pedple ‘without their 
consent, yet you know that your own party is 
governing millions of people in the Southern 
States without permitting them the voice in their 
loca] or national government which the constitu- 
tion and laws guarantee them, and when the mat- 
ter is brought to your attention you have not one 
word of condemnation for it, but meet the issue 
with evasion worthy only of the merest pettifog- 


Fer.“ 

After Mr. Bryan shall have answered the 
foregoing points the voters of the country 
would like to see him address himself to 
explaining his own record on trusts. Dur- 
ing his own term in Congress he did nothing 
except introduce two bills, which he per- 
mitted to die in the pigeon-holes of his own 
Ways and Means committee.

of royalty. He, too, consented to the ap- 
pointment of a trustee, for creditors have 
grown importunate, but when he consented 
he did not anticipate the action which the

It per- 
mits the appointment of a foreign trustee. 
Count de Castellane supposed that his 
father would be appointed—an arrangement 
which would have suited both the young 
gentleman and the old gentleman in the 
further squandering of the property. The 
court, however, has made Mr. George 
Gould, brother of the Countess, trustee, and 
Count Boni de Castellane will now be 
brought up with a round turn. 

Under Mr. Gould’s administration of the 
estate the Castellanes will not only have 
to live within their income but in a com- 
paratively economical way. The debts of 
the estate must be paid. To do this Mr.
